of his cotton 
land, Mr. Holnies .says, he had only 
2-.*l of a stand, which he replanted 
with maize and gathered two tons 
of maize in addition to his cotton 
from the 55 ncres. 
This is the fourth crop of Cotton 
Mr. Holme.s has raised in Texas, 
and m ery year except the first his 
average yield has been close to a 
half bale per acre.
